MASS ATTACK 
BY U-BOATS 


13 CONVOY SHIPS 
SUNK 


Fifteen survivors of the torpedoed 
freighter, Bold Venture, on arriving at 
Boston yesterday, reported that 
thirteen vessels of their convoy of 
fifty-three ships were sunk in the 
North Atlantic on the same night— 
October 16th. Two others had been 
Jost just previously, a Reuter tele- 
gram from Boston states. 

It was on the same night that the 
United States destroyer. Kearney, was 
torpedoed Several sailors said that 
they believed fifteen submarines took 
part in the mass attack, and that while 
a Canadian corvette was picking them 
up, about half an hour later, the Bold 
Venture sank, a torpedo passed twenty 
feet astern.—(Reuter.)

REMOVAL OF IMPORT 
RESTRICTIONS 


acieencnatanmmenene 
THE cattle trade between 
Britain and Eire wil 


become normal .on November 
24, the restrictions on imports 
having been lifted from that 
date by the British Ministry of 
Agriculture. The lifting of the 
restrictions comes as a result of 


disease in Eire. 

The immediate result probably will 
be that the price of dairy cows, freshly 
calved cows, and springing cows and 
heifers will go up. his will lead, 
“Ca aa to an increase in the price of 
mi , 

Nine hundred head of these cattle 
may be exported under British licence 
from November 24 to December 31 next 
from Dublin, Cork, Waterford, 
Drogheda, Dundalk and Greenore. 
They can go into Britain only through 
Birkenhead, Holyhead, Fishguard,. Sil- 
loth and Heysham, and can be shipped 
only in boats which are carrying store 
cattle. ' 

The existing fat cattle quota will be 
maintained, and exports of other types 
of cattle will not be allowed to affect it. 
The resumption of normal trading will 
be a relief to those with surplus cattle 
and to shippers. It will, however, 
come as a setback to milk-producers, 
who will be forced to pay more for new 
stock to maintain their herds. Because 
the export of dairy cattle was stopped 
after the outbreak of the foot-and- 
mouth disease the prices were low. 

An official of the Department of 
Agriculture told an /rish Times re- 

rter jast night that the figure of 900 
read a week was slightly beolw that 
for the corresponding period in normal 
years. 


PRICE OF MILK 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., interviewed by 
an /rish Times reporter last night. 
said — ““T understand that cattle are 
fetching from £70 to £80 a head in 
England at the moment. I can see no 
reason why Irish producers of cows 
and in-calf heifers should not get what- 
ever harvest is going but while I. as 


a seller of cows. welcome this news. 
as a citizen I: must say that I 
feel that our milk position will 
be threatened. Milk-producers can- 
not continue to produce milk at 
the present price when thev will 
have to pay twice as múch for 


their cattle. Feeding-stuffs are going 
up In price, and are not as good in 
quality as formerly.” 


STAGGERED HOURS 


. IN DUBLIN 
PLAN TO RELIEVE 


TRANSPORT SERVICES 
OVERNMENT and “trans- 


port authorities are con- 
sidering the practicability of 
introducing staggered hours for 
Dublin workers with the object 
of relieving the extremely 
heavy strain on the city’s 
transport services during rush 
hours. 
A conference on the subject, held in 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, was attended by representatives 
of trades unions, employers, industrial 
undertakings, and the Dublin United 
Transport Company. Further con- 
ferences will be held next week, at 
which details of a staggered hours plau 
will be examined 
The peak-hour travel problem in 
Dublint has been causing concern. and 
inconvenience for some time past, and 
while emergency conditions continue 
there always is the possibility of a 
further reduction in transport facilities. 
Should the demand for transport re- 
main unregulated, it is felt that such a 
reduction would be a serious blow for 
the community. The transport system . 
in London has benefited by the regula. 
tion of the working hours of 400,000 
workers, whose travelling consequently 
entails the minimum discomfort and 
loss of time. 


RUSH PERIODS 


At the conference, presided over by 
Mr. R (. Ferguson, Secretary, Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, Mr. 
L. Luke, Public Relations Officer to 
the D.U.T.C., described the difficulties 
of the D.U.T.C.,°whose -maximum ser- 
vice covers 74 hours daily, but who are 
expected to carry the majority of their 
traffic in three and a half hours. Peak 
hours in Dublin are between 8.30 and 
9.30 a.m., 1 and 2 p.m., and 6.30 and 
10.30-11 p.m. The company’s attitude 
is that there is no reason for the 
inordinate rush at these hours other 
than established custom. One of the 
features of the conference was the 
spirit of co-operation shown by all 
parties represented, and the Chairman 
expressed the hope that this spirit 
would enable changes which would 
eliminate not only . “nábhar and in- 
oonvenience for passengers, but would 
effect essential economies in fuel opera- 
tions of the Transport Company. 

A partial ‘survey covering 17,000 
workers has shown that over 10,000 of 
these workers finish at 6 p.m. 

An additional strain has been placed 
on the company by the reduction m 
the number of private cars on the 
roads and ntielion by fuel restric- 
tions, legal limitations on the length 
and spreadover of men’s duties, and 
th: number of "buses available, it can- 
not. make further adjustments in 1ts 
capacity, nor transfer capacity from 
one time to another.

The Ark Royal — along for 
nearly twelve hours with a gaping hole 
amidships after she was torpedoed, says 


Reuter’s Special Correspondent at 
Gibraltar. The captain, senior officers 
and engineering staff, who had re- 


mained on board, fought all that time 
to bring her to Gibraltar; but at 4.30 
vesterday morning Captain L. E. H. 
Maund ‘sadly realised that his ship 
could not be saved, and gave the order 
‘‘Abandon ship.” “Two hours later the 
Ark. Royal plunged to her grave. 

There were nearly 1,600 officers and 
men of the crew at Gibraltar to-day, 
who still cannot realise fully that their 
ship is at the bottom of the Medi- 
terranean. - Throughout the ship’s com- 
plement there was a confident feelin 
that, the Ark Royal was a havea’ 
ship and would go through the war 
undamaged. 

1. too, in the six months | was 
privileged to be with her, shared this 
feeling of confidence. and went to my 
cabin each night with a sense of 
security. 

‘* Just before she sank she had a list 
to starboard of 35 degrees,’’ said an 
officer of a destroyer wea stood ‘by to 
the end. “We realised she. was 
finished. She toppled over like a*tired 
child. 


STRUCK AMIDSHIPS 


‘*T was in my cabin washing before 
going into tea when a torpedo hit us 
amidships on the starboard side. ‘There 


lights went out. I was flung against 
the wall. For fully a minute the ship 
shuddered. Grabbing a lifebelt,,1 ran 
out along the pas-age way. In the dim 
light I saw the officers and ratings 
filing up the ladders leading to the 
upper deck. i 

‘Often I have heard of the coolness 
of ‘navy men in a crisis, and these men 
were as calm as though they ,were 
going down the gangway at Gibraltar. 

“The Ark Royal was listing alarni- 
ingly to starboard, and the white waves 
flowing past were ominously stained 
with dark brown oil. The fuel in the 
engines was still driving us forward, 
but every minute the deck slant in- 
creased, till it was difficult to stand 
upright. 

‘* Suddenly vibration of the 
engines beneath our feet died away, 
restarted for a moment, and then 
stopped. We glanced at one another, 
and then through the loud-speaker 
above us came the words: ‘ Everybody 
to the port side.’ Almost before we 
could move came the voice again: 
‘Prepare to abandon ship’ 

“We reached the boat stations on 
the weather deck, and found that it 
was impossible, owing to the heavy list, 
to launch the motor boats. Crowding 
the decks were hundreds of the ship’s 
crew, some in overalls and some in 
underwear, 
‘‘Ropes began to shake down from 
the flight deck and vork rafts splashed 
into the sea. Then we saw a destroyer 
pulling in alongside. Ropes leaped up 
— her, and were caught and imade 
ast. ;

First men over,’ ordered an officer. 
Like agile monkeys, the men began to 
slip down to the destroyer. I walked 
forward, found a clear space, and in 
turn skipped down fifteen feet of rope 
to the destroyer. 

‘‘ Those on the ship were waving and 
cracking jokes with others who were 
already safe down the ladder. From 
the flight deck swung a _  17-stone 
Lieutenant-Commander, red-faced and 
jovial : 

“I could see men in rubber boats 
and one or two swimming in the water. 
Whalers launched from the ship were 
already picking then up. For nearly 
an hour men slid down ropes, till the 
decks forward vere són, wifh men. 
Then we heard a piercing whistle. 
Gazing upward, we saw the captain’s 
head over the edge of the flight deck. 
‘Cupping his hands, he shouted to 
the men to go aft and make room for 
their comrades. The Ark _ Royal 
seemed to have steadied. The captain, 
certain senior officers and engineer 
officers, with a strong body of men, 
remained. 

'“ As we were ordered away we could 
hear the repeated dull booms of depth 
charges as the destroyers searched for 
the Ark Royal’s assailant. As we 
veered away from the side we realised 
how án hit she was. 

“ Destroyers were now circling the 
stricken carrier to prevent any attack 
on the Ark Royal again. Not unti 
darkness hid their ship did the officer 
and men of the Ark Koyal seek warmth 
below decks from the biting wind. 
“Two hours later we heard the 
joyful thrill of a voice calling all the 
remaining members of the engiiie-room 
staff to return aboard the ship. One 
of the Navy s small craft drew along- 
side by the hight of torches, and burly 
stokers scrambled eagerly over the rails 
from the deck. Smoke from the Ark 
Royal’s funnel was black against the 
sky, billowing over the ship. Against 
the faint glow of lights of ‘Gibraltar, 
which she was trying to make so 
desperately, we could see the dark bulk 
of the carrier. 


TOWED 

“ We returned below and then our 
ship increased her speed, and we were 
told we were on the way to Gibraltar. 
Two tugs were then towing the Ark 
Royal, and destroyers and other small 
craft were standing ly. At Gibraltar 
the survivors were farmed out to the 
various ships in: the harbour at break- 
fast time. We saw the destroyers re- 
turning, and thought the Ark Royal 
would be home. soon. 

There was a stunned silence among 
those of her officers in the ship when 
they were told gently by another 
officer that she had sunk twenty-five

DUBLIN’S TAXI 
“RACKETEERS ” 


By Our REPORTER. 


EMBERS of the travellin 
public are being - rooked 
daily by a few unscrupulous 
taxi-men in Dublin, who are 
operating a persistent exces- 
sive charge racket. One of 
the meanest frauds in existence, 
this has for its victims mainly 
train-weary travellers coming 
from the big railway termini. 
As worked, the game is simple. Here 
is an example: A taximan leaves his 
rank at, say, the centre of the city 
to meet the evening train from Cork. 
Before starting he pulls down his tax1- 
meter flag. A mile and three-quarters 
at the legal minimum fare of ls. ig” 
ls. 9d, on the clock upon arrival at 
Kingsbridge Station. This 1s. 9d. 1s 
recorded on the meter on the “dis 
tance’’ basis—i.e., the meter is driven 
directly off the gear-box. 


PILING IT UP 
Stopping at the station, the driver 
leaves his flag in the down position, so 
that the meter:automatically switches 


over to the ‘‘time’’ basis and con- 
tinues to register a charge. If a 
customer does not come within a 


reasonable time, the driver pulls his 
flag over to the ‘‘ cash” position. 

To make this quite clear, here is a 
compass illustration. North, flag up, 
means ‘‘for hire’’; East and South 
represent both “time” and ‘‘dis- 
tance’’; West stands for ‘‘cash.”’ 
When the flag is in the “ cash’’ posi- 
tion the meter registers only by 
distance. 

A customer engages the cab. 
driver pulls his flag right across from 
west to either east or south. ,‘‘ At that 
moment,” said one of the many 
victims of the racket whom I inter- 
viewed, ‘‘the meter already registers 
several shillings.’’ On arrival at the 
destination, if the fare is disputed, the 
driver bluffs it out. “The legal fare 
is there on the clock,” he says. ‘‘ You 
saw me pulling down my flag 
(‘ down ” is the operative word here: 
from the ‘ cash ” position, it looked as 
if he had). ‘“‘If you like, I’ll drive 
to the nearest police station for a 
Guard ; but I'll be going on your. busi- 
ness. You'll have to pay for the 
journey there and back, and make your 
complaint later.” 


NO ARGUMENT 


The traveller, tired out by his -train 
or ‘bus journey, is usually in no mood 
for an argument. He realises that he 
did not check the meter on entering 
the cab. The overcharge is paid-and 
the reputation of every decent taxi- 
man in the city drops a point, for the 
victimised one is bound to talk and 
spread the story. 

Instances have been given of exces- 
sive charges amounting to 6s. and 8s. 
on a city journey of Jess than five miles. 
One man was charged lls. ód. from 
ee to Clontarf. He paid, and 
groused, but when asked later if he 
would be prepared to prosecute, he 
said no. this attitude is common to 
all those whose moral cowardice or 
physical weariness makes them submit 
tamely to overcharges. 

A police official whom 1 questioned 
yesterday said ‘that the police were 
unaware that instances of the fraud 
were on the increase. They had 
always had a certain number of these 
cases, and in many of them—where 
private persons had been sent" out as 
police traps—prosecutions had fol- 


lewed. 
THE LAW 


For your protection it is up to you 

to know the law Sub-paragraph VD, 
Section ó, Dublin Taximeter Area Fare 
Bye-laws, 1937, reads: ‘‘The fare 
shall be calculated as from the time 
when the hiring of the vehicle com- 
mences.'’ When you engage a taxi- 
cab, look at the meter : make sure that 
it registers zero: che-x the recorded 
fare by the following :— 
Minimum fare for distance not ex- 
ceeding one mile, or for time not ex- 
ceeding 15 minutes—ls. For distance 
or time in excess of these : Each quar- 
ter mile, or time not exceeding three 
and three-quarter minutes, or for any 
less distance or time—3d. No addi- 
tion for Sunday or night hire. No 
allowance for back fare from destina- 
tion.

RAILWAYMEN 


SOUTHERN MEN BARRED 
BY EMERGENCY ORDER

THE critical situation in rail- 
way transport undertakings 
in this country was described 
to the Railways Wages Board 
in Dublin yesterday, when 
application for increases. in 
so A and wages were made 
on behalf of railway workers 
employed by the Great Northern 
Railway Company: (ireland) 
and the Great Southern Rail- 


ways. 

The Board awarded an increase per 
week of 2s. 6d. for adults and la. 3d 
workers on the Great 


for junior 
Northern Railway whose home sta- 
tions were in Northern Ireland, the 


increases to date from August Ist. 
The application was adjourned so far 
as it related to employés of the same 
company whose home stations are south 
of the border. The result of this will 
be that the 4,000 G.N.R. workers liv- 
ing in Northern Íreland will in future 
enjoy a war bonus totalling 5s. while 
the 1,500 of that company’s workers 
living south of the border will be pre- 
cluded from participation in the bonus 
by the operation of the Emergency 
Powers: Order, No. 83, which prohibits 
increases in wages over £0s. weekly in 
Eire. The adjournment was made on 
the ground that the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce is at present con- 
sidering an application by the unions 
for an amendment of the Emergency 
Powers Order, so as to enable an agree- 
ment to be come to in respect of them. 

The Board unanimously awarded 
Great Southern Railways workers an 
additional bonus of 2s. 6d.’ per week 
for those whose wages plus the existing 
bonus, are under 50s. 

The Railway Clerks’ Association had 
applied for a 15 per cent. increase, and 
the National Union of Railwaymen and 
Associated Society of Locomotive En- 
gineers and Firemen for an increase of 
10s. per week. . In May of last year 
the Board gave a bonus of 2s. 6d. to 
Great Southern Railways workers with 
the provision that when the cost-of- 
living figure reached -205 either side 
might review the situation. 


- G.S.R. DANGER 
Mr. E. C. Bredin, M.I.Mech.E.., 


1 M.LC.E. (1.), deputy general manager 


of the Great Southern Railways, stated 
that on October 6th the company's 
supply of coal was down to one day, 
and were it not for an ‘emergency 
supply from Irish sources, rail services 
would have ceased to function. Any 
serious interruption in shipping or in 
loading coal at the British ports would, 
at any time, bring the railway system 
partly or wholly to a _ standstill. 
The present quota of steam coal allo- 
cated by the British authorities was 
barely sufficient to meet the locomotive 
consumption—largely increased on ac- 
count of the inferior quality of the 
available supply. Supplies of petro! 
for the operation».of the company's 
omnibus and road merchandise services 
were reduced in February last by, 
roughly, 37 per cent. There was no 
guarantee that suppties ot petrol would 
be maintained at the present level, 

With the uncertainty prevailing as 
to the future supplies sí coal and petro! 
essential for the working of trains and 
road vehicles. no forecast of the future 
could be made. The applications of 
the Unions, if acceded to, would. in 
the absence of te restrictions imposed 
by the Emergency Powers (No. 83) 
Order, increase the company’s labour 
costs by £185,466 per annum. 

“The company’s coal reserve to-day 
is approximately eight days’ supply,’ 
Mr. Bredin added. ‘‘ Our difficulty is 
not so much the getting of the coal 
as the getting of the ships. We have 
no ships to carry our coal at the 
moment, and we are steadily losing 
ground. J would like to stress the 
very scrivus state of affairs which we 
are in at the moment.”’

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Britain’s Prospects 


Mid-November finds the world war in 
full and increasing swing. After more 
than twenty-six months fighting is in 
progress on all fronts, and those who at 
the beginning of the present year believed 
that they would be able to eat their 
Christmas dinners in peace seem to be 
doomed to a sad disappointment. For the 
moment public interest continues to be 
centred on the Russian front. The Germans 
are pounding awayrat the Soviets’ defences, 
-still hoping to force some kind of decision 
before winter takes command of military 
operations; the Russians are defending 
themselves with, unabating energy, with 
the result that, in the words of a German 
communiqué, the invaders’ progress is 
being measured “ in yards, rather than in 
miles.” In the North, the Finnish Army 
is consolidating its previous gains, and 
at some points has penetrated fairly 
deeply into Russian territory. Leningrad, 
which has been besieged for some months, 
continues to defy its assailants, although 
Ritter von Leeb has resorted to every 
device of military strategy in order to 
encompass its fall: This great city is 
virtually surrounded by German troops. 
Its citizens must be suffering severely from 
lack of supplies, as well as from the con- 
tinuous strain of aeria) attack; yet their 
moral shows no sign of deterioration, and 
the siege of Leningrad is likely to be 
numbered among the most notable sieges 
of ail time. In the centre Moscow is hold- 
ing out. Several. weeks ago the fall of. the 
Russian capital seemed to be imminent. 
The Soviet Government moved farther east 
to Kuibishey; Marshal Timoshenko was 
relieved of his command in this sector, 
being replaced by General Zhukov, and it 


was believed generally that the Germans | 


would be in Moscow before the end of last 
month. Moscow remains in Russian hands. 
Not only have weather conditions impeded 
German operations, but the Russian 
troops have displayed a totally unex- 
pected measure of resistance. On many 
occasions they actually have gone over to 
the offensive; and, although they must 
have suffered severe losses, they have con- 


trived to hold the attackers at bay. In 
the South, where the weather is more 
favourable to offensive warfare, the 


Germans have made important progress. 
Sebastopo] has not yet been captured ; 
but, for most practical purposes, the 
Germans have taken possession of the 
Crimea, and it was reported yesterday 
that their bombers were operating over 
the foothills of the Caucasus. In the

On land, the 
British, since Dunkirk, have been build- 
ing up a new -Army. Not only in 
England, but in North Africa and the 
Middle East, they have been strengthen- 
ing their military establishments at an

able, to a large extent,

In this regard, 
the resistance of the Russians has played 
an enormous part. While the Germans 
have been employing large numbers of 
their first-line aircraft against a resource- 
ful and determined enemy, and have been 
losing machines at an impressive rate, the 
British have been given an opportunity to 
increase their air strength in a way that 
would have been quite impossible if the 
Russians had not been involved in the 
war. Germany’s losses during the last 
five months; not only in machines, but, 
What is even more important, in highly 
trained pilots and crews, must have been 
substantial, whereas during the same 
period Great Britain’s losses have been 
almost negligible. When, therefore, the 
decisive struggle begins next year—unless 
something entirely unforeseen should 
happen in the meanwhile—the British 
ought to have a decided advantage in the 
air, although whether that advantage will 
be able to be applied to any particular 
spot on the tremendously long line which 
they will be called upon to defend, is 
another matter.. At sea, there is no 
doubt. that the British have been more 
than holding their.own. The Battle of 
the Atlantic is being waged with un- 
diminished fury; but essential supplies 
continue to reach British ports, and, 
although the British people are on short 
commons, the chances that they can be 
starved into. submission seem to be remote. 
In the Mediterranean, despite Italy's 
local superiority in naval strength,’ the

I British Navy still is active. The sinking. 


of the famous Ark Royal is the first 
serious loss that has been sustained by the 
British for some time past, and it seems’ 
to be quite certain that grievous damage 
has been done to Italian convoys during 
recent weeks. Judged as dispassionately 
as it. can be judged, Great Britain’s 
present position is more favourable than 
it has been at any date since the war 
started. Russia has proved to be a 
valiant ally; and the final disappearance 
of the American neutrality laws associates 
the United States more closely than ever 
with the British war effort.

School Meals 


Every housewife in Dublin will say 
“ Amen ” to the report of the Corpora- 
tion’s School, Meals Inspection Committee. 
It recommends, in brief, that hot meals 
shall be provided in those schools which 
come, even indirectly, under the Cor- 
poration’s jurisdiction—that is to say, 
broadly, in .all national schools.in the 
Dublin area. The report claims to have 
“found opinion decisively in favour ” of 
this reform, which, as a result of the fuel 
shortage, has become more desirable than 
ever. If our country is to survive the 
winter in any degree of comfort, fuel must 
be saved, and the most efficient measure 
of economy must take the form of a 
‘‘ coalescing ” of meal-times. As matters 
stand, the average housewife has to 
prepare a hot meal for herself and her 
husband in the middle of the day. Two 
hours later she is compelled either to 
prepare another—or to “hot up ” portions 
previously prepared, and left—for the 


children returning from schvol. This 
practice always was objectionable: a fresh 
meal demanded additional labour, while 


a ‘‘ hotted-up ' one was distasteful to the 
children: but in these days, with their 
insistent demand for economy, it is almost 
anti-social. We cannot say how many 
therms of gas, or tons of coal and turf, 
are spent every day in a practice which 
could be amended by a slight adjustment 
of the school hours. The obvious solution 
is to lengthen the mid-day luncheon 
interval from the prevailing half-hour, or 
three-quarters of an hour, to, say, an hour 
and a half, thereby allowing time for the 
children to eat a hot meal at their leisure 
and to enjoy a comfortable period of play 
afterwards. There is no real difficulty 
about it. Cleariy, the average school is 
in no position to instal a kitchen; but 
the question does not arise. 
recognised, the Corporation as by 
everybody else, that many thousands of 
Dubliners must depend for their principal 
meal during the coming winter upon 
community kitchens. Why should those 
kitchens not be entrusted with the task 
of feeding the children? They have, or 
will have, all the facilities necessary for 
the provision of some thousands of meals 
apiece: it will be no hardship to them to 
provide for the schools in their immediate 
areas. The only additional equipment 
that they will require will be a lorry or 
two, to convey the cooked food to the 
schools. It will not suffer in transit, 
because it can be carried in hay-boxes— 
with which the Rathmines Parish Kitchen 
has been experimenting successfully for 
some time past. This system will make 
for economy in every sense, inasmuch as 
the communal kitchens have demonstrated 
that they can cook and serve food at 
remarkably low cost: so that there ought 
to be no need of an elaborate organisation 
to determine which children can pay for 
their meals and which cannot.

It seems that war has put a temporary 
stop to the prevalent craze for breaking 
records ; at any rate, apart from occasional 
exhibitions of American eccentricity, such 
as that of the gentleman who marooned 
himself on the rock in Wyoming a short 
time ago, few reports of attempts to 
break world records find their way into 
the newspapers. Recently, however, a 
young American ferry pilot crossed the 
Atlantic and back in less than nineteen 
and a half hours. This is an achievement 
which deserves publicity even in these 
times when the space in: ‘st newspapers 
is taken up with the important war news 
of the day. He had a light breakfast in 
an aerodrome in Britain, and took. off 
shortly before the dawn. By mid-day he 
was off the coast of America, and he was 
able to sit down to luncheon in Newfound- 
land. After luncheon he casually boarded 
another aeroplane and set out for Britain 
again. He landed during the black-out, 
and was able to have supper at the aero- 
drome in which he had had his breakfast 
that morning. Admittedly he breakfasted 
a trifle early, and supped a trifle late, but 
the fact remains that, to all intents and 
purposes, he was able to travel to America 
and back again in the time that it would 
take an average man to cyéle from Dublin 
to Warrenpoint and back. Such a per- 


From the time of the Phenicians to 
Columbus’s day the crossing of the 
Atlantic was a perilous and infrequent 
adventure, and anybody who managed to 
succeed in the attempt proved the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. Columbus 
accomplished the feat in two months, but 
not without numerous hardships and, at 
least, one mutiny on the part of the crew.

CITIZENSHIP SUNDAY 


To-morrow is being observed in Christ 
Church Cathedral as Citizenship Sunday, 
The Cathedral is closely identified with the 
history of the city. For upwards of nine 
hundred years the Hill of Dublin has been 
crowned with a cathedral. The first Cathedral 
was built when the Danes became adherents 
‘of the Christian faith. A new and grander 
building was erected when Celt and Anglo- 
Norman, in the persons of Laurence O'Toole, 
Dublin’s Archbishop; Strongbow and Ray- 
mond le Gros, collaborated to honour their 
common Lord. This Cathedral was, to a 
large extent, rebuilt last century by the 
munificence of Mr. Roe, under the guidance 
of an architect of great gifts, Mr. Street, 

Through the centuries the Cathedral of 
Holy Trinity, commonly called Christ 
Church, was not only a notable feature in a 
city famous for its buildings, but also a 
focus of Dublin’s varied life. It is fitting, 
therefore, that a Sunday in the Christian 
year should be observed in the Cathedral, 
when the city, with all its pulsating life, 
should be brought before God. 

It is expected that the 11 o'clock Service 
will be attended by representatives of the 
big of Eire, the municipal authori- 
ties, as well as of the many societies that 
are associated with education, science, art, 
literature, industry and commerce in Dublin. 
The preacher at that Service will be the 
Very Rev. R. C. H. G. Elliott, Dean of 
Down, who spent the early years of his 
life in the city. At the 3.30 Afternoon 
Service a Litany of Citizenship is to be 
said. - The Archbishop of Dublin will be 
the preacher.

All-the-way Convoys 


United States ships may soon be seen 
in British ports, following the action of 
Congress in passing the Neutrality Re- 
vision Bill, which, besides authorising 
the armng of United States merchant- 
men, enables them to sail to any port in 
the ‘‘ combat zones.’’ When many months 
ago President Roosevelt included Eire 
ports in the combat zones, protests were 
made by the Irish Government. It is 
now believed that United States naval 
and air patrols and convoy escorts will 
be extended the whole way across the 
Atlantic, and that United States convoys 
will operate through Gibraltar to British 
Mediterranean ports, thereby cutting the 
time of deliveries for Egypt. This sneed- 
ing up in American supplies will be 
especially welcomed in Cairo by General 
Auchinleck, who has brought in South 
Africang and Americans to end the 
Egy ptian dock workers’ chronic tiredness. 
Traffic is handled so fast that a loading 
train hardly gets a Ford tráil on the 
ground before it is rolling away to the 
Western desert.

published two books on the Workmen’s 
Compensation Acts. He now directs 
his energies to the examination of the 
Intoxicating Liquor Acts, and, in the 
present volume, he has produced a 
work of the first importance. {it is 
exhaustive and carefully compiled, and 
gives a reliable statement of the Jaw 
as it stood at the month of September 
of this year, 

The author has entitled his work, 
“The Licensing Laws of Ireland,”’ 
and, as indicated, his survey covers 
the legal position in Northern Ireland 
as well as in the twenty-six counties. 
The title, however, requires some slight 
qualification; for the book deals only 
with the topic of liquor licensing; 1 
does not attempt to treat of any other 
branch of the subject of licensing. But 
as a treatise on the Intoxicating 
Liquor Laws it will be welcomed by 
all. No work on the subject has been 
ublished since 1904, and in the long 
interval since then’ lawyers, publicans, 
hoteliers, theatre and club managers, 
and others have anxiously awaited the 
compilation of an up-totdate successor, 
such as has now appeared.

Admittedly, worse. things could 
happen, but few people will deny that 
the job of reading—or . skimming 


through a large heap of literary pot- 
boilers, written by a crowd of incom- 
petent journeymen who are not fitted 
to write novels for the adult public, 
much less the more discerning juvenile 
public—is not among the most pleasant, 
of prospects, which brings me, more 
or less, to the point of this article. 
Among the pile of books which have 
so far arrived, I cannot find even one 
book of fairy tales. By fairy tales I 
mean books of the ‘Wind in the 
Willows”’ or “ Alice in Wonderland ”’ 
variety, as well as honest-to-goodness 
fairy tales of the Hans Andersen 
class. 

Although the absence of this type of 
book depresses me more than some- 
what, I do not think it will cause the 
children for whom the books are in- 
tended any loss of sleep. Children, 
on the whole, are allergic to fairy 
stories. 


“Kid Stuf” 


Tales of exploration, adventure, 
mystery and imagination, even tales 
of schoo] life, all are eagerly accepted 
by book-loving children—if any such 
creatures remain in these. days of 
cheap cinema entertainment—but fairy 
tales are received with suspicion and 
distrust, if at all. 

When I was in my first. childhood, 
making simple but ecstatic literary 
‘“‘discoveries’’ every minute of the 
day, I must admit that I found ‘‘Alice 
in Wonderland” a trifle dull, sand, 
although my school teacher lauded its 
merits, as they say, to the skies, 
nothing would convince me that it 
was not “ kid stuff” of the lowest 
order.

HESE two works with identical 
a titles are intended for two very 

different classes oi people. That 
of Mr. Gathorne-Hardy is purely de- 
rivative and intended for the general 
reader who is lookipg for a simple ac- 
count of one of the most tenacious and 
virile of European nations. 
In the days when Geneva was still 
a centre of world attention, Irish and 
Norwegian representatives found they 
had many interests in common, and no 
two nations better represented the 
modern forward-looking democracies. 
But our ties with Norway were not 
made binding only at Geneva. For the 
past half-eentury Norwegian scholar- 


ship .has been closely interested ‘n 
Gaelic civilisation, and many of our 
most distinguished modern Irish 


scholars have sought inspiration either 
in Oslo or trom Scandinavian scholars. 
‘These visits have been reciprocated, and 
the Atlantic coastline of Ireland has 
seen Norwegian scholars as weil as 
Norwegian sailors each pursuing their 
separate avocations.

always on the watch, a deeply religious 
people, obsessed with the idea of death 
and the immortality of the soul.”’ 


Intense Melodrama 


In the earlier Egypt the four chief 
colours in dress and interior decoration 
were peacock blue, cornelian red, gold 
and ivorv. But in the time of Cleo- 
patra, when Greek and Roman in- 
fluence was universal, the vogue was 
all for puce and black and white, waile 
the Queen herself, when in state 
robes, would probably be dressed in 
violent puces and silvers. 

lí Shaw’s ‘* Cesar and Cleopatra” 
were entirely comedy, and if Cleopatra 
herself was nothing more than a 
Hellenistic minx, this later period 
would lend itself to a most amusing 
caricature, says Mícheál Mac Liammoir. 
But Shaw has packed more intense 
melodrama into one act of this play 
than into the whole of many another 
of his works,.so that to treat this play 
as a satire, in a mood of uproanous

A Compromise 


Mac Liammóir has, therefore, been 
trying to produce a compromise he- 
tween the ancient and modern periods, 
and between the high comedy and the 
melodrama of the action, ‘There 1s pro- 
bably no designer in Europe better able 
to do this, íor besides being a highly 
creative artist, he has also been to 
Egypt on three different occasions, and 
has had ample opportunity in the 
Egyptian museums and tombs to study 
the periods with which he is dealing. 

To get away from all the over- 
elaboration of the unessential and to 
strike a note of size has been one ol 
his main objects. “ The first impres- 
sion one gets of Egypt,’’ he said, “ is 
like looking at a mixture of a Gothic 
cathedral and a kind of ancient New 
York,” afd to produce this effect on 
the stage is no small _ problem. 
MacLiammoir has attempted to build 
up a note of size in colour, and has 
heightened the effects of the gods by 
the ingenious’ device of showing only 
portions of the towering bodies, beside 
which the figures on the stage are 
dwaried. 


Nine Sets 


“ When Tree produced “ Joseph and 
His Brethren,’ in which I played 
Benjamin,” he went on, “ he had two 
designers for the settings and yet 
another for the costumes; but every 
play really requires one designer, one 
mind working pictorially to produce 
complete harmony. In “Caesar and 
Cleopatra’ there are nine sets m all, 
and the difficulty is to get each set in 
sympathy with the other, blending in 
colour, mood and tone.”’ 

No designer could want . richer 
materials than this play provides, for 
the brilliant costumes and aprons of 
mirror work, which I-had an oppor- 
tunity of seeing in the making, the 
rich ornaments and bangles, the lotus 
flower, and the girdle of the: sacred 
snake, all combine to produce a regal 
effect. of splendour and brilliance, while 
the huge image of hawk-headed Ra, 
the sun god, and the silhouette of the 
great Sphinx present unlimited pos- 
sibilities for the sie oe stage designer. 

The use of real Egyptian furniture 
should add to the .combined effect. 
This is being lent by Mr. Terence 
Gray, who had it specially made for 
his own Cambridge Festival Theatre, 
and who has brought it specially to 
Dublin from his house in Meath. The 
curious wooden divans, intensely un- 
comfortable to the modern eye, are 
extraordinarily comfortable to the 
body. The Egyptians were masters in 
the art of luxury, and never more so 
than in the days of Cleopatra.

gaps in our knowledge, and there- 

by stimulating .further research. 

These are two important features of 

the work, which heyond question has 

no equal, and for many vears will 

remain the standard book of reference 
for British birds. 


Fifty-nine Species 

Information from everv available and 
reliable source. in respect of each 
species 1s given in separate sections 
on the lines followed in the earlier 
volumes. 

In all, fifty-nine species and sub- 
species of birds, from the terns to the 
gamebirds, are dealt with, including 
also the gulls, skuas, auks and rails. 
Particulars of the status and distri- 
bution in Ireland are included up to 
the latest possible date. Where desir- 
able information is given of the Irish 
counties for which as vet. we have no 
breeding records of certain species; it 
is hoped that before long some of these 
gaps will be filled by definite breeding 
records from reliable observers. 

On the subject of display and 
posturing, to which special attention 
has been devoted for the first time in 
a work of this kind, it is encouraging 
to note that original observations of 
two of our younger Irish ornithologists 
have received special recognition— 
Licutenant A. G. Mason, on the corn- 
crake, and Mr, J, E. Flynn, on the 
sparrow-hawk, 


The Guillemot 


As recorded in the text, two races 
of the common guillemot were recog- 
nised and accepted in 1923, The race 
breeding in Northern Europe and the 
greater part of Scotland was named 
the northern guillemot, and the race 
breeding in Ireland and Great Britain 
as far north as South-East Scotland 
the southern guillemot. The chief 
difterence in plumage is that the upper 
parts of the southern guillemot are of 
a dark mouse-grey colour, while those 
of the northern guillemot are consider- 
ably darker. In the present volume 
the northern guillemot is shown to be a 


winter visitor to the seas of the 
Irish coast; it is interesting to 
mention that that keen Trish 
ornithologist, the late Robest 


Warren, recorded twenty years earlier 
(in 1905) that winter specimens of the 
common guillemot off the coast of 
Mayo ‘‘ were black, and none had the 
sooty brown plumage of summer.” 

_ Under ‘ Additions and Corrections,” 
information of importance since 
brought to notice has been added, 
thus bringing that given in the first 
four volumes up to date to March, 
1941. All errors which have come to 
light have been corrected. A very use- 
ful systematic list of British birds is 
given at the end of the volume, con- 
taining @ total of 520 numbered birds 
fully admitted to the British list re- 
presenting 424 species, compared with 
496 representing 418 species in the cor- 
responding list published nearly 
twenty years ago.

“An Autobiographical 
Summing-Up” 


Brought Out in Evidence. By William 
Bowyer. London: Faber and Faber.

REVIEWER'S life is not remark- 
A able for thrils of anv kind, 

least of all those provided by 
the books he is forced to read. They, 
in fact. are limited to two kinds. 
One kind is the thnll experienced in 
finding that the book by a favourite 
author which it falls to one’s lot to 
review is, miraculously, better, 
of worse, as one had feared, than 
other books. 

The second thrill possible. to a re- 
viewer 1s to receive a 
volume by an unknown author that 
not only worth reading, but wort 
keeping and re-reading. Mr. Bowyer 
autobiography 1s such a book. The: 
is something worth attention on every 
one of its four hundred and twenty 
large pages, sixty of which are de- 
voted to notes—a device by which 
Mr. Bowyer prevents the anecdotage 
which overtakes all who write their 
life-story from intruding on the body 
of the work. These notes also afford 
him an opportunity for iromic com- 
mentary upon the more serious refiec- 
tions of the text. 
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Expression of Faith 

The moment one begins upon his 
first section, one realises that this is 
not an ordinary autobiography, for 
Mr. Bowyer tells us what he believes 
before he tells us who he is or where 
he was born. The whole of the first 
section of the book (which is divided 
into seven sections in all) is devoted 
to this expression of faith. 

He conceives life as a dualism, a 
conflict between two orders; one, a 
natural order, in which man is in- 
volved, as well as all other creatures, 
and which is essentially evil. Over 
against this he postulates an ethical 
order, a purely human product, which 
endeavours to defeat the natural one, 
and which he calls Charity. It is 
closely allied to what is called Chris- 
tian charity, but he rejects all the 
Christian Churches while accepting 
much Christian doctrine. He is ex- 
tremely doubtful as to whether this 
Charity will ever defeat and put an 
end to the struggle for existence, but 
he thinks that human life gains its 
only value from its battles, victorious 
or not, against the natural order. 


Views on Art 

Allied to his views on life are his 
views on art. (From the lowest grades 
of the English Civil Service he has 
risen to be one of the curators of the 
Victoria and Albert Museum.) He 
maintains that an artist, in whatever 
medium, is striving ior effects other 
than those which constitute the beauty 
of his art. His problem, like that of 
the craitsman, is oue of technique, or, 
even in architecture, of. utility. 
veaunty 13 & by-product of a job well 
done by a man of imagination. Given 
views like these, 1t is not to be won- 
dered at that Mr. Bowyer’s taste is a 
catholic one, which ignores none of 
the arts and very few aspects of any 
one of them. As a reiniorcement to his 
ethical beliefs, and an illustration of 
his wsthetic ones, he describes many 
performances, and indicates many 
aciiievements which have impressed 
him in the various arts of the theatre, 
the opera, ballet, music, painting, 
sculpture, ceramics, and literature. 
These jewels are strung on a tenuous 
thread of personal history, so tenuous 
as to leave the reader with a desire 
to know more—a failing which mast 


be unique in the history of anuto- 
biography, 
Mr. Bowyer’s beliefs, lkes and 


dislikes are expressed in a style whose 
solidity and clarity suggest a long 
oe to literature. 

et this one important work of his 
may survive a hundred literary reputa- 
tions because of its honest and com- 
plete expression of one very familiar 
and rtant aspect of the modern 
mind.

IN DUBLIN | 
IMPORT OF BANK 


NOTES CHARGE | 


The “ Black-market’’ in European 
countries, in which Bank of -England 
notes are purchased below their facé 
value, and then had to be honoured 
by England, was mentioned in the 
Dublin District Court yesterday during 
the hearing of a case concerning the 
export and import of English currency 
notes from or to this country, 

The case was that in which Charles 
Hawkshaw, a chief marine engineer, 
of Kilmacanogue, County Wicklow, 
was summoned for importing £250 in 
Bank of England notes, contrary to the 
Emergency Powers (Finance No. 6) 
Order, and with unlawfully exporting 
£250 in Bank of England notes, con- 
trary to the Emerge -y (Finance No. 


P. Humphries, Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office, who prosecuted, told 
the Court how, in 1940, the British 
Government had frozen assets, such 
as Bank of ri. notes, and pre- 
vented their importation into Britain 
and Northern Ireland. An arrange- 
ment was made, however, whereby the 
British Government agreed to accept 
an’ Bank of England notes from this 
country, an agreemen’ which made it 
imperative for the Minister for 
Finance here to apply a regulation pre- 
venting the importation of such notes 
from abroad. There were a con- 
siderable number of these notes out- 
standing on the Continent, with the 


result that a ‘‘ Black-market” had 
been created outside these islands. 
The effect of that was that Bank 


of England notes could have seen pur- 
chased (he was not saying that had 
occurred in that case) at considerably 
helow their face value in Europe, and 
if they got into this country unlaw- 
fully they would have to be honoured 
hy England. It was on that account 


that the Minister for Financ took 

such a serious view of these cases. : 
THE EVIDENCE 

Mr. M. Forrester, Customs Officer, 

said that when he asked Hawk- 

shaw in the cabin of a ship 


if he had any Treasury notes he imme- 


diately produced £250 in Bank of 
England notes. 
Asking for a direction on the 


grounds that the Emergency Powers 
Act or Orders did not define the words 
‘‘import or export,’’ Mr. E. Fahv, 
who (instructed by Mr. A. J. Bald- 
win, solicitor), defended, said that the 
State had not proved that the money 
was imported from Lisbon, or that the 
defendant had gone ashore at Lisbon. 

Mr. Humphries said that the defen- 
dant had written a letter to the De- 
partment of Finance stating that he 
had brought the money out of Ireland. 

In his evidence the defendant said 
that he had saved £250 in Liverpool, 
where he had been employed before 
coming to Dublin. He had been in- 
vited-by the Limerick Steamship Com- 
pany to come over to join a vessel in 
Dublin to go to Lisbon to bring back 
another ship. Before he left Dublin 
he was paid £5 and later £40 to £45, 
so that he had not to break into the 
other money. He played poker on the 
ship at Lisbon, but won back his 
losses. ‘They were Iving at Lisbon 
for six weeks and not allowed ashore. 
The Chief of Police there gave them 
the choice of going to an internment 
camp or staying aboard a derelict ship, 
and they decided to remain on their 
own ship, while extensive repairs cost- 
ing £8.000 were being done to the 
ship they were to bring home. He 
had to supervise the repairs, and had 
very little time to go ashore. They 
had brought the ship with 6,000 tons 
of grain to this country, He had his 
£250 with him. He -had saved it to 
study for a course. 


PURCHASE DENIED _ | 


Cross-examined by. Mr. Humphries 
the witness said he contributed half - 
his pay to his mother. He was un- 
aware of the Finance Regulations. 

To Mr. Fahy, the witness said that 
he had never kept a banking account. 
He had not purchased money in Lis- 
bon.

whereabouts does he live? These are 
uestions that no doctor, nor anybody 
else in Ireland, can answer. And 
although we are accustomed- these 
enlightened days to pooh-pooh the idea 
that there is such a thing as a completely 
normal average man, yet it is important 
that there should be one at leagt in 
theory. It is important, because, for 
doctors to treat the non-average, the 
subnormal and abnormal, they must 
know everything there is to be known 
about the average—the standard of 
health in the country in which they 
practise, 

Most ill-health does not consist of 
any very violent or serious illnesses, nor 
even result from them, but is much 
more usually "brought about by a 
gradual weakening,o! resistance due to 
some deficiency in diet of certain very 
necessary Vitamins or proteins, etc. lt 
is essential, therefore, to know what 
the average man ought to eat to keep 
well and strong. The League of 
Nations Health Committee, after ten 
vears’ research in various countries 
(excluding Ireland), decided that the 
average man, living in a_ temperate 
climate and not addicted to manual 
labour, should eat 2,400 calories a day. 


BALANCED DIET 


But a calorie, to say the last of it, 
is a very rough measuring rod, indeed, 
Calorie is merely the name given to 
the amount of energy generated by the 
food we eat. It does not take into 
account what kind of energy 15 
generated, or what it goes to build— 
whether the diet is balanced. The 
foods we eat can be divided into six 
kinds—protein, such as meat, cheese and. 
eggs; fats, such as butter, milk and 
oils; carbohydrates—sugar and starch ; 
salts, water and vitamins. Vitamins 
are contained in green vegetables, ogg 
yolks, fruit, etc. The energy produced 
kinds of food ‘+s 


by all these six. 
measured in calories. But obviously 
it would-be no good eating 2,400 


calories made up entirely of fats, starch 
or salts. The average man, whoever 
he is, eats a diet balancing them all n 
their respective importance. And it 1s 
up to the doctors to prescribe what 
that diet ought to consist of. 

But how can they, they don’t know? 
No survey has been made in Ireland 
of the diets of its inhabitants since 
1914, with the exception of a limited 
investigation carried out by Drs. 
Fearon and Dockeray into the diet of 
60 patients of the Rotunda Hospital 
clinic, when the alarming result 
obtained was that only eight per cent. 
were getting their necessary amount : f 
calories. There the matter stopped— 
with the conclusion in the doctors’ 
report that the matter required the 
Government's attention. 


SUBSTITUTES 


In these days of war-time scarcity, 
it has become more than ever urgent 
that we should know what to eat, what 
to buy, within the restrictions even 
now imposed on us. What should be 
substitute, for instance, for those 
THA 2 re ó 4 NN and oranges, 
now very much beyond even the 
average pocket?

Recently anarticlein the Jrish Times 
dealt with the use of rose-hip jam on 
the Continent as a substitute for fruit, 
and the production of oil—now almost 
unobtainable in Eire—from sunflowers 
and hazel nuts. These are matters for 
urgent inquiry. The Government has 
inaugurated a ‘‘Grow More Food 
campaign, but until we know who is 
the average Irishman, and what he 
ought to eat, how can the Government 
tell the farmers what is best—most 
economic and’ producing the most of 
the various energies required—for them 
to grow in our climate? Community 
kitchens have been started because it is 
realised that many town-dwellers can 
no longer, if they ever could, afford to 
feed themselves in any nourishing 
manner. But, how can the people re- 
sponsible for these Kitchens know what 
to serve in them if the doctors don’t 
know what the average, leave alone the 
non-average, Irishman ought to eat’ 

All these questions will, no doubt, 


and are, being dealt with by the 
Dietetic Council appointed by the 
Executive Committee of the Irish 


Medical Association, but they cannot 
be dealt with too quickly. 


POULTRY AND RABBIT 
EXPORTS 


The prohibition of export, save under 
licence, of dead turkeys, other dead 
poultry, and rabbits, will come into 
operation on Monday next. The 
Department of Agriculture has already 
issued provisional licences to a large 
number of regular exporters. After 
the 17th instant only persons who have 
received licences can export. 

Casual licences will not be granted 
for the exportation of any dead poultry 


or rabbits to private persons or 
individual firms in Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland. This applies to 


exports by parcel post as gifts, as well 
as to commercial consignments. 

The position regarding live poultry 
is as previously announced. Export is 
prohibited from the 17th November, 
1941, and licences will not be granted 
save in very exceptional circumstances, 
and then only if it can be shown that 
the birds are intended for breeding 


purposes.

| DEATH OF EARL OF 


SUCCEEDS TO TITLE 


HE Right Hon. the Earl of Ken- 
mere, who died yeaterday at the 
age of B1 at Bedwell End, Essen- 

don, Herts., was the fifth holder of the 
title. to which he succeeded in 1906, 
Valentine Charles Browne, fifth Earl, 
was head of a family that has long 
been established in this country. 
Though the Earldom dated only from 
1800, the family has a long history, 
which goes as far back as 1622, when 
there was a Kenmare, who held a 
Baronetcy. The late Earl formerly was 
a lieutenant in the 4th Battalion, Wor- 
cestershire Regiment, and was for some 
time an atde-de-camp to the Governor 
of Victoria. From 1896 to 1902 he held 
the rank of , Lieutenant-Colonel, and 
commanded the 4th (Militia) Battalion 
of the Royal Munster Fusiliers, and 
in later years he was Honorary Colonel 
of the 3rd (late 4th) Battalion (Special 
Reserve) of the same regiment, and of 
the 8th (Irish) Battalion of the woe Bo 
(Liverpool) Kegiment. He acted as His 
Majesty's Lieutenant in County Kerry, 
and was Master of the Horse to the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland (Earl 
Dudley), 1903 to 1905. Lord Kenmare 
was a director of Messrs. Arthur Guin- 
ness, Son and Co., Ltd., and of the 
National Bank, Ltd., and the Royal 
Insurance Company, Ltd. In 1904 he 
received the C.V.0.%He married, in 
1887, the Hon. Elizabeth Baring, 
daughter of the first Baron Revelstoke, 
and was father of Viscount Castle- 
rosse, who now succeeds him; of Major 
the Hon. (Gerald Browne, Lady 


Earl of Kenmare. 


Dorothy Grosvenor, and Lady Cecily 
Vesey. A third son, the Hon. Maurice 
Henry Dermot, lieutenant in the Cold- 
streain Guards, was killed in action 
in the Great War. The late Ear! lived 
a quiet, retired life tor many years 
in Killamey, and was a well-known 
figure in the countryside. 


REGRET IN KILLARNEY 


_News of the death of the Earl of 
Kenmare was heard with genuine regret 
in Killarney, with which the Kenmare 
family has been intimately connected 
for upwards of three hundred years, 
says our Killarney Correspondent. The 
Kenmare family have been active in 
promoting the welfare, not only of 
their tenants, but of the entire com- 
munity. They have been at the head 
of every development plan, and been 
the benefactors all sporting and 
cultural movements in the district. This 
is especially true of the late Earl, who 
gave 80 acres for the site of the 
beautiful racecourse, and 250 acres for 
the new golf links, amenities which 
have proved of great material value 
to the town. 

Lord Kenmare was. first President 
and a founder of the Kerry Archeolo- 


of 


gical Society, patron of the regatta 
and rowing and angling clubs, He 


was a noted huntsman, a progressive 
farmer, and a very successful exhibitor 
of cattle at the Dublin shows with 
his specialised shorthorn breeds. He 
was the only winner of the Gold Cup 
in two successive years. He was 
also winner of innumerable cups and 
gold medals for his hunters at the 
Dublin Horse Stiow. 

Up to 1913 the Earl and Countess 
spent much time at Kenmare House, 
where they were hosts to many nota- 
bilities, including the late Empress 
Eugenie, Although the accidental 
burning of the fine mansion in 1913 
was a painful blow to them, the Earl 
and Countess maintained their close 
associations with ‘Killarney, to which 
they paid ther last visit a few years 
ago. 

Lord Castlerosse. who now succeeds 
to the title, is noted for the interest he 
has always taken im the welfare of 
Killarney. 

Numerous messages of sympathy 
have been sent from Killarney to Lady 
Kenmare and Lord Castlerosse. 

The interment is to take place in the 
Kenmare family .vault, under Our 
Lady’s Altar, in St. Mary’s Cathedral, 
Killarney, probably early next week. 
The arrangements are being made by

THE NEW EARL 


Viscount Castlerosse, eldest son of 
the fifth Earl of Kenmare. who vester- 
day succeeded to the title on the death 
of his father, is aged fifty years. A 


prominent figure in British journalism, 
he probably is the leading columnist in 
England. 


He is a director of the 


Viscount Castlerosse. 


Daily Express group of newspapers, 
and his ' Í,ondoner's Log”’ feature in 
the Sunday Express has been of wide- 
spread interest. An extensive travel- 
ler and a keen golfer, he, assisted 
in the promotion in 1938 of a com- 
pany to develop a large area in Kerry, 
which has been converted into park- 
land, with a golf course laid out by 
Sir Guy Campbell, costing £10,000, 
and a country club. He is a frequent 
visitor to the family seat in Killarney, 
and it is only a few days since he 
returned to England from the Kildare 
Street Club, Dublin, of which he is a 
member. In the Great War the new 
Earl, then a captain in the Irish Guards, 
was wounded, and after the war he 
served as an honorary Attaché at the 
British Embassy in Kome.

Telegraph Special Correspon- 
dent abeard H.M. Flagship, 


Eastern, Mediterranean, yester- 
day. 


Commenting on the two convoys de- 
stroyed by naval forces under the com- 
mand of Captain Agnew during the last 
week-end, Admiral Cunmngham re- 
vealed that at least two of the cys 
sunk were German. ‘All‘the ships,’’ he 
added, ‘‘ were of a fair size and capable 
of a speed of over ten knots.’’ 

Paying special tribute to the fine 
work of British units operating in the 
Central Mediterranean and to the ex- 
cellent Staff work there, which enables 
British forees unerringly to intercept 
enemy convoys, Admiral Cunningham 
said that he thought that so far there 
has not been a great loss of enemy life. 
Only two or three troop-carrying line: 
class ships have been sunk to date, he 
explained. 

‘*'The loss of life from these was not 
great, as the destroyer escort is usually 
sufficient to pick up survivors, and 
many probably get across—though with 
wet shirts.”’ 

It was interesting to note that the 
latest sunk were on a new 
route, further to the east, which had 
been unsuccessfully designed to avoid 
the watchful eyes of our British forces 
at Malta 


CONnNVOVS 


BRITISH CONVOYS 


Turning to the attacks on British 
convoys, Admiral Cunningham revealed 
that a large proportion of the attack- 
ing ‘planes are now being shot down. 
“One of the most interesting things, - 
he. said, ' is that nearly 50 per cent. 
of síthe attacking enemy aeroplanes—I 
believe it was 14 torpedo bombers shot 
down—were accounted for when they 
attacked our last convoy in the Medi- 
terranean. the Navy is shooting 
straighter and faster. We have more 
guns and improved methods of train- 
ing.’ 


Asked what was the Navy's prin- 


cipal problem in the Mediterranean, 
Admiral Cunningham replied: '“' That 
is difficult to answer, as various pro- 


blems take first priority at different 
times.. But I can say that new arma- 
ments and better materials, all de- 
signed to meet attack at sea, are 
steadily coming along. 

Admiral Cunningham gave special 
praise to Malta. ‘The people of 
Malta,’ he said, ' are in great heart, 


and a very thorny problem for the 
enemy, Their anti-aircraft barrage, I 
understand, is the heaviest anywhere. 

“I always thought in the past that 
there would be a great air battle, 
Malta veraus Sicily, and at present 
Malta appears to have the upper hand, 
which is a magnificent effort when one 
considers its small size.’’

Court 
Judge was now being asked to make 
a final order in the matter, and, in 
consequence, an extremely heavy re- 
sponsibility was placed on his shoulders 
from which there was no appeal. 

Expert testimony regarding the weir 

was given by Mr. Delap (of Messrs.

Yesterday was occupied in the direct 
and cross-examination of Professor 
Henrys Wash, University College, 
Cork, on behalf of the plaintiffs.

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FAMOUS DUBLIN THEATRE 


70th BIRTHDAY 
CELEBRATION 


By a SPFCIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


coming to Dublin for many 

years, once said: ‘* Dubliners 
are the greatest entertainment sup- 
porters in the world. Ii it's a dog- 
fight, a boxing match, a ballet, or 
grand opera, they'll turn out to see 
it—if it’s good.’’ Few people, I think, 
will disagree with this, and it follows 
somewhat naturally that in a city 
which sets such store on its entertain- 
ment, its theatres hold a particular 
place in the sentimenta! regard of their 
patrons. 

The 70th birthday celebrations of the 
Gaiety Theatre. which will be marked 
next week by the presentation there by 
lilton Edwards and Michéal Macliam- 
móir of George Bernard Shaw s “Cesar 
Cleopatra,” means, therefore, 
every Dubliner; for 
there can be few who have not 
some pleasant memory of this 
famous theatre. Under the proprietor- 
ship of John and Michael Gunn it. first 
opened its doors to a Dublin audience 
on November 27, 1871, after twenty- 
eight weeks a-building, and at once 
proved itself, both to the actors and 
their patrons, equal in comfort, beauty 
and acoustics to any theatre outside 
London. The first play given on the 
Gaiety stage was “She Stoops to 
Conquer,’ produced af Mrs. John 
Wood’s company, with Lionel Brough 
as Tony Lumpkin. 


CELEBRITIES 


There is a temptation for me here to 
give a list of the many famous people 
who have appeared on the Gaiety stage 
since those early days. It would be a 
long list, and would soon fill the 
allotted space. Mention cannot be 
omitted. however, of at least a few. 
Sarah Bernhardt frequently paid flying 
visits to. the Gaiety, and. gave 
on its stage her famous portrayals 
of “La Dame aux Camellias 
and: ‘Frou. Frou.” Other cele- 
brated continental artistes, sach as 
Rejane, Coquelin, and the Italian, 
Tommaso Salvini (noted for his mov ing 
performance of Othello), appear 
there. So also did Anna Pavlova, the 
famous Russian dancer, Fritz Kreisler,

Although the 
first venture in this direction -+he 
bringing of the original Vie Wells 
hallet, under the direction of Constant 
Lambert, to Dublin—was not a financial 
success, the subsequent visits of the 
Ballet Rambert, the Ballets Jooss. the 
Zallet des Trois Arts and the Chauve 
Sonris company completely justified 
the experiment. 


SPECIAL PROGRAMME 


There is something particularly satis- 
factory about the fact that a periorm- 
ance given by Hilton Edwards and 
Michéal MacLiammoir is to mark. next 
week's birthday celebrations at the 
Gaiety. The alliance of the Gate and 
the Gaiety has been one of the most 
significant events in theatrical history 
in Dublin during recent years, and it js 
particularly happy that a theatre 
which in the: past had been 
the Dublin home of the world’s 
most famous foreign artistes should 
now be the headquarters of so much 
that is distinguished on the Irish 
stage. Michéal MaclLiammoir, who 
has been on the stage since he was ten 
vears old, and Hilton Edwards, from 
the age of seventeen, brought to Dub- 
lin in 1928 their wide knowledge of 
acting and a technique influenced by 
Stanislavsky, Baty, Meverhold, Dullin, 
Rheinhardt and Diaghilefi. Since then 
they have spread the fame of the Gate 
Theatre—and of the Dublin theatre— 
in London, Cairo, Athens, and the 
capitals of Central and Eastern Europe.

HILE it is obviously too soon 
W to make any’ definite - pro- 
nouncement on the subject, 

there are not Jacking indications that 


the Russian fighting will very soon 
become stabilised fór a time. —There 


even in sectors like the Crimea, where 
there seemed to be rather better pros- 
pects for a German advance. .The 
weather is very largely accountable for 
this, and will continue to be so for 
some time to come. It will be interest- 
ing to watch what happens during the 
‘‘ close season,” We have had already 
indications as to the Russian reorgani- 
sation in the shape of big-scale reviews 
of the new armies in process of forma- 
tion. Such have been held at Kuibisher, 
on the Volga; at Uga, in the Ural 
region, and at Tashkent, in Central 
Asia. The new forces do not, it seems, 
consist entirely of new levies—there is 
a fair admixture of more seasoned 
troops. These latter belong to units 
which have been withdrawn for over- 
haul from the earlier fighting, and 
should have a stiffening value. It is 
probable that the main difficulty will be 
equipment—it is unlikely that this will 
for a long time be equal to that in the 
hands of the Russians last June or 


July. 
FINNISH REPLY 


Finland has given the expected 
answer to the American separate peace 
démarche. But, at the same time, the 
Finnish reply contains illuminating 
admissions about their war situation. 
Apparently. they have been unable to 
expel the Russians from the “ Fisher- 
‘man’s Peninsula,’’ near Petsamo; from 
Hangoe, or from the islands in the 
Gulf. There is thus a distinct possi- 
bility of a North Russian front, via 
Petsamo-Murmansk-Archangel ; and the 
latest German move on the northern 
sector—the raid on the Vologda railway 
at Tikvin—is certainly designed to 
counter anything of the kind. 

On the opposite flank—in the Crimea 
—the Germans appear to he bent 
towards Kertch, rather than Sebastopol. 
It is improbable that the Kertch 
isthmus is fortified even as strongly 
as Perekop—which proved unequal to 
standing off the German attack. In 
that event the Russians may soon he 
forced to the Asiatic side of the Kertch- 
Yenikale Straits. As to Sebastopol, it 
will probably stand another siege. 
Admittedly. the Russian Black Sea 
Fleet is unlikely to continue using it as 
its main base; but the place is, by 
reason of its situztion, altogether tce 
important to be placed at the disposal 
of the Germans without an attempt 
being made to defend it. In the former 
great siege Sebastopol held out for 
about a year; but on that occasion it 
was never completely surrounded on 
the land side. As against this, it was 
then completely cut off by sea, owing 


the Allied assailants. 
MR. CHURCHILL’S 
SPEECH 

Mr. Churchill in his speech in London 
on the 10th November made one very 
notable stutement: ‘‘ Now we have an 
Air Force which is, at least, equal in 
size and numbers, not to speak of 
quality, to the German air power.” 
This is the first time that such a state- 
ment has heen made: and the. British 
Prime Minister must be given credit for 
having made few. if any, over- 
statements. Accordingly, it is only 
reasonable to assume that the claim is, 
in great part. warrantable, As against 
this, Mr. Churchill has given little 
indication of an intention to employ 
this new and formidable weapon in a 
scientific manner. His speech gave no 
sign of any impending departure from 
purely linear and defensive strategy. 
In the naval sphere, indeed, he affirmed 
the contrarv: ‘‘ We now feel vdurselves 
strong enough to provide a powerfrl 
naval force of heavy ships, with its 
necessary ancillary vessels, for service, 
if need be. in the Indian and Pacific 
Oceans.’’ The ordinary onlooker can- 
not, of course, know how strong the 
British Fleet mav be. He can. how- 
ever, grasp the fact that it does not 
completely control the Mediterranean, 
nor eyen disnute control of the Baltic. 
He can also realise that the U.S, 
Pacific Fleet can contend single-handed 
with anv conceivable Japanese attack 
in the Pacific—and probably in thie 
Indian Ocean as well. In the circum- 
stances, one is tempted to query 
whether the Far East is really the 
most suitable theatre for the ‘‘ power- 
ful force of heavy ships ” in question— 
or for their light auxiliaries either. 

There has recently been a marked 
intensification of British attacks on 
Axis communications in the Mediter- 
ranean, Objectives -have been: depar- 
ture points in Sicily and in peninsular 
Italy from Naples southward; arrival 
points from Tripoli to Derna, and ships 
in transit. . Instruments of attack have 
been hombing aircraft, submarine and 
surface warship. As was only to be 
expected, the last-mentioned were out- 
standingly the most successful: this )s 
alwavs the case wherever they can 
operate at all. Taken as a whole, the 
offensive has asstmed such an in- 
portant character that the Duce has 
seen fit to allude to it, according to 
the German News Agency. Further 
restrictions have also been imposed on 
the consumption of motor fuel in Italy. 


»« TOBRUK FRONT 


As vet, however, there has been no 
sign of an Allied Jand offensive in 
Libya. On the contrary, the Anis 
forces would appear to have been in- 
creasing their activity—more par- 
ticularly around Tobruk. Things may 
develop into a race on this front— 
whether the Allies can clean up the 
situation around the Gulf of Sollum, or 
the Axis forces recapture Tobruk. One 
or other of these operations must be the 
opening move, in the event of fighting 
heing resumed on this front. An initial 
success would be of quite outstanding 
valne in whichever direction it hap- 
pened, This, no doubt, is one explana- 
tion of the long-drawn-out jockéving 
for position that has been taking place. 

This particular front, by the way, 
must not be confused with anv other. 
We can call it Near East, Mediter- 
ranean, Egyptian—just as we please— 
but it has nothing to do with the 
Caneasus.- General Auchinleck’s Corn- 
mand includes Cyprus, Palestine and 
Syria, and his communications come 
either across North Central Africa or 
up the Red Sea. In contradistinction 
to this, Jrak, Persia and the 
Caucasus are a zone by themsclves. 


They are not Near, but Middle, East, 
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certainly seems to be a -slowing-up, 


to the enormous naval superiority of

or even Central Asian; from the 
British standpoint, they are, of course, 
an Indjan joh. Perhaps, as handy a 
way as any would be to take the 
Euphrates River as the boundary be- 
tween army group sectors. It is all 
the more necessary to get clear on this 
point, because of the essentially. dif- 
ferent character of the two fronts. The 
Kgyptian one is actually in being— 
though passive this long time, It al- 
ways preserves the possibility of an 
offerisive on an important scale. 
British intervention in the Caucasus, 
on the other hand—which now seems 
likely on an important scale—must not 
be regarded as in any way ‘ opening 
up a new front.” It-is, on the-con- 
trary, merely taking over a sector of a 
front already in existence—a_ front, 
moreover, which the Russians cannot 
any longer look after for themselves. 
Also, the intention is clearly to act 
on the defensive—at least for the start. 
It is, consequently, not in any shape 
or form an assumption of the initia- 
tive: it is simply a continuation of 
conforming to the Axis initiative. No 
doubt, it will prove possible to deploy 
an important force in these regions 
and to maintain a powerful defensive 
strength, Beyond that, it does not 
seem. as if much could be looked for— 
at least, not in any immediate future. 


OIL SUPPLY 


In view of what has occurred in 
the recent months of the Russian fight- 
ing, a doubt seems to he warranted 
as to the real danger of an oil shortage 
on the part of the Germans. Their 
offensive has been so sustained, and on 
such an extensive scale, that the oil 
supply must have been ample to date. 
There has not appeared any _ini- 
minent risk of their supplies 
becoming exhausted : certainly, 
they have not acted like-men who had 
any such apprehension in their own 
minds, And they must be quite recon- 
ciled to the fact that they will secure 
no oil-plant in effective working order— 
nor any really big bulk of supplies. 
This, of course, is a matter about which 
we are necessarily in the realm of pure 
conjecture. But it does seem at least 
possible that the Germans may have 
gone much further than was thought 
in the way of distilling oil from coal. 
Also it may be taken as an absolute 
certainty that they have exacted the 
verv last drop from the Polish and 
lamanian oil-fields in their occupation. 
Altogeller, then, it seems unlikely that 
oil-shortage will cause a sudden collapse 
of the Axis war-effort—nor even a 
slowingup of offensive tactical action.

TREASURE IN THE 
DUST-BIN 


PRE-WAR ECONOMY 
THEORY MUST GO 


By a Woman CORRESPONDENT. 


In the good old days, when bread 
looked Persil-washed and banana 
fritters were an established fact, there 
was a form of madness known as 
Kconomania. The victim of this ter- 
rible disease could be at once recog- 
nised by the strange furtive light in 
its eves, and by the greedy way in 
which it eved waste-paper baskets, 
dust-bins and old razor blades. The 
unfortunate creature was frowned 
upon by its more normal companions, 
and was outlawed as something that 
should be stored away from the lives 
of sensible people. 

Sut times have’ changed; now the 
positions are reversed, and those who 
once saved old tooth brushes are now 
regarded as wise; the fools are the 
people who treat the dust-bin as a re- 
ceptacle for waste rather than a gold 
mine. 

Here is the case of one of these pre- 
war Economaniacs—Mr. J. O'Leary. 
who lives at 114 Amiens street. Dublin. 
He is no longer regarded as an Econo- 
maniac now; for his particular form of 
economy has been commended by Lori 
Woolton, British Minister for Food, 
who described it as a “ simple and use- 
ful suggestion.’’ . 

Mr. O’Leary’s idea requires a six- 
pound beef tin, generously perforated 
un the bottom and sides, until it looks 
like a watchman’s brazier, one or two 
matches, a couple of balls of paper, 
and one or two small sticks. The idea, 
which he assures us is foolproof, and 
one hundred per cent. efficient, is to 
place the paper and sticks in the 
“‘brazier,”’ and apply your match. The 
result is a fire on which a pint of water 
can be boiled in three minutes. On 
what remains bacon and eggs may be 
fried. 

When you have drunk your pint 
of water, flavoured with the half- 
ounce, and have disposed of the bacon 
and eggs, you may sweep the ashes 
into a tin; for, according to Mr. 
O'Leary, they are pure potash, and are 
a most valuable fertiliser for the cab- 
bages. 

The bottom of the tin, by the way, 
should be reinforced with some old 
bones and nails; these act as a shock 


absorber, and prevent the fire from, 


burning out prematurely. 

This case is but one of many econo- 
mies which war-time has forced upon 
this neutral State. There are thousands 
more. If you have a method of sav- 
ing anything, be it coal or cabbages, 
soap or spinach, send it to the 
Irish Times, and let everyone benefit 
by it. This is not a time to treasure 
these heirlooms; even if they have 
been in the family for. years, even if 
the terms of your grandmother's will 
forbid you to broadcast them, submit 
them. You may help some one who 
might have to do without otherwise. 
And, goodness knows, there will be 
enough hardship this year.

The 29th ordinary general meeting 
of Leach’s Argentine Estates, Ltd., 
was held yesterday at 4 Moorgate, 
London, E.C. Baron F. A. Derlanger, 
the Vice-Chairman of the company, 
presided.

The directors 
now recommend the payment of the

demption Fund, and that the remain- 
ing balance of £50,000 be applied to 
the payment of the 6 p.c. Non-Cumula- 
tive dividend on the Ordinary stock. 

The company’s output of sugar for 
the year under review attained the 
record . figure of 05,250 tons, owing 
partly to a somewhat larger amount of 
cane milled, but chiefly to a very high 
yield of 10.44 p.c. The exceptional di- 
matic conditions which favoured us 
having prevailed in varying degrees 
throughout Argentina, a greater amount 
of sugar than usual became available 
for sale. This weighed upon the market, 
which was further affected by uneasi- 
ness in regard to the long-awaited re- 
vised agreement amongst the factories 
fo which I referred last year. As a 
result, the average price obtained was 
considerably lower than that of the 
previous crop. Since the close of the 
year the market has resumed its 
normal aspect. 

The satisfactory prices now ruling 
can be ascribed to greater purchasing 
power in Argentina and the coming 
into being of the new agreement, which 
should ensure smooth working of the 
Sugar industry for the benefit of pro- 
ducers, consumers and labour. 

Our activities in the realm of fruit 
have yielded a substantial increase of 
profit, chiefly due to a very heavy 
orange crop. Our profit on alcohol has 
also been quite satisfactory—namely, 
£17,343, as against £12,342." 

The report and accounts were unani- 
mously adopted. 


DUBLIN LITERARY

“Toss and Tangle: Musings on the 
Dublin Literary Society ” was the sub- 
ject of a lecture by Mr. Jonathan 
Hanaghan at the Dublin Literary 
Society last night.

THE “ FAUST” 
BALLET 


The “ Faust’’ ballet at the Gaiety 
Theatre last night was not the pretty- 
pretty affair that we have come to 
associate with the opera, but what” it 
lacked in precision was more than 
atoned for by the vigour and the fresh- 
ness ot the ‘approach, 

In this version of the ballet, as in 
‘Puck Fair” we se numerous 
evidences of the distinctive style which 
Miss Cepta Cullen has gradually been 
evolving since the beginning of the 
Irish Ballet Club. She is the only 
choreographer in Ireland who can 
visualise movement in three planes, 
but one cannot help feeling that. at 
times she allows her enthusiasm for 
the third dimension to run away with 
her; the energetic leaps which play so 
important a part in her compositions 
are apt at times to be leaps merely for 
the sake of leaving the floor, and they 
do not always add. anything either to 
the expression or the rhythmic pattern 
of the ballet. 

The absence of point-work—on which 
grounds the ballet was condemned in 
some quarters—does not in any way 
detract from the effectiveness of thie 
whole; as a matter of fact, Cleopatra's 
dance, easily the best thing in it, ex- 
pressed the Eastern atmosphere in a 
wav which could not have been 
achieved by the use of point technique.

ORIGINS OF IRISH 
AGRICULTURE 


Archewological research had shown 
that there had been continuity of land 
utilisation and of peasant tradition 
the remote period of forty cen- 
turies ago. when neolithic farmers and 
herders had introduced to Ireland 


from 


played a great part In the 
country’s economy, said Dr. E. Estyn 
Evans, M.A., in a lecture on “ The 
Origins of Irish. Agriculture ” at the 
toval Dublin Society, Ballsbridge, 
yesterday. 

Wheat and barlev, he said, were the 
oldest cereals, and the cow and pig the 
oldest domestic animals. Horses and 
oats came a thousand vears later, while 
the ass and potato were comparative 
heweomers., 

Dr. Evans described and illustrated 
with lantern slides the evidence on 
which he based his conclusions. Actual 
grains of wheat or their impressions 
had been found on domestic pots dating 
from 2000 B.C. and the bones of 
animals of the same period had been 
identified. Settlements from the same 
centuries proved conclusively 
Irishmen were rooted to the soil for 
some reasons, and were not wandering 
nomads, as often alleged. Hoes, sickles 
and other agricultural tools of the 
early period were practically identical 
with those in present use. He also 
showed slides of building constructions 
and implements,.and spoke of the 
customs and beliefs which had sur- 
vived down #0 the present day, re- 
markablyv little changed from the pre- 
historic period,

The Society is Dublin s oldest 
charity and, as such, has a special call 
on the consideration of the citizens.

WHEAT YIELD VARIES 
AUTUMN TILLAGE DELAYED 


A late harvest has somewhat de- 
layed the preparation o° the land for 
next season’s crops, states the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture report for October. 
Turf remaining on the bogs was either 
carted home or stored, there being 
ample local supplies and fair provision 
for urban needs. 

There was a decrease in the hay 
acreage. October prices were £5 to 
£9 for rotation hay and £4 to £5 10s. 
for old meadow. Corn cfops were in 
good order, though yields were variable. 
Growers were reserving greater quanti- 
ties of barley and oats for farm feeding 
and seed. Winter wheat yields were 
disappointing, although early sowings 
gave good results in nearly all districts. 
Bushel weights averaged around 591b, 
Spring wheat was more satisfactory, 
with average returns in the majority 
of counties. Barley was satisfactory, 
while vats proved best of the corn 
crops 


HOME-SAVED SEED 


Seed was saved in greater quantity 
than Home production of farm 
and garden crop seeds is likely to be a 
permanent feature of farming in the 
future. Sugar beet yields were from 20 
to 30 cwt. per acre of seed. Turnips 
grown for seed production were mainly 
a& Tallure. 

There were no outbreaks of foot-and- 
mouth disease, and live stock were in 
good condition. At the fairs, demand 
for fat animals, heavy forward stores, 
springers and milch cows was good. 
Sheep prices were satisfactory, and 
more pigs entered the bacon factories. 
For milk delivered to Dublin, producers 
received an advance of 4d. a gallon 
as from October Ist.
